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Tambo Gets an Unwarranted Boost

HEN RONALD REAGAN 
was fighting the Commu¬ 
nists and their fellow trav¬ 
elers in the Screen Actors 
Guild, he carried a loaded 
Smith and Wesson revolver to protect 
himself against anonymous threats to 
■end his Hollywood career by throwing 
acid in his face. As president of the 
guild he went to Washington with a 
previous presi¬ 
dent, George Mur¬ 
phy, to testify be¬ 
fore the House Un- 
American 
Activities Commit¬ 
tee about Commu¬ 
nist infiltration of 
Hollywood organi¬ 
zations. So we may 
assume that Rea¬ 
gan knows plenty 
about Communist maneuverings in 
committees that they aspire to domi¬ 
nate for their own Marxist-Leninist 
ends. 



What a pity, then, that Reagan did 
nothing to forestall the meeting the 
other day between Oliver Tambo, the 
head of the Communist-infiltrated Af¬ 


rican National Congress, and Secreta¬ 
ry of State George Shultz. Between the 
acid-throwing of Reagan’s Hollywood 
days and the “necklacing” (setting 
fire to a kerosene-filled rubber tire 
around a victim’s neck) there can't be 
any moral difference. Tambo, both be¬ 
fore and during his meeting with 
Shultz, refused to repudiate the prac¬ 
tice of necklacing by his followers. As 
a condition for the meeting Tambo 
should have been required to disasso¬ 
ciate himself from the statement of 
Winnie Mandela, wife of Nelson 
Mandela, an ANC founder, that “to¬ 
gether, hand in hand, with our boxes 
af matches and our necklaces, we 
shall liberate this country.” 


To do him justice, Shultz made it 
clear that the United States would not 
condone ANC violence in South Africa. 
But in meeting with Tambo, who has 
■ess of a following among South Afri¬ 
can blacks than Buthelezi, the chief of 
ie Zulus, Shultz conferred upon Tam- 
?o and the ANC a dignity that is cer¬ 
tainly unwarranted. 

Michael Armacost, who is 
: Shultz's undersecretary of state 
for political affairs, has said the

Shultz-Tambo meeting was set up 
to "facilitate a dialogue between 
the government of South Africa 
and the legitimate voice of the 
black community.” Armacost’s 
notion of “legitimacy” is very 
strange indeed. What is “legiti¬ 
mate” about necklacing? What is 
“legitimate” about Tambo’s sup¬ 
port of violent revolution ? 

Tambo bas said that “mem¬ 
bers of the ANC fully understand 
why both the ANC and the SACP 
(South African Communist Party) 
r re two hands in the same body, 
-hy they are the two pillars of our 
revolution.” Just last November 
Tambo, in amplifying his state¬ 
ment that “we have to make our 
country ungovernable,” said the 
“ANC and the SACP have com¬ 
mon objectives... the seizure of 
power.” 

Shultz cannot feign unawareness 
of Tambo’s sentiments. Howie Phil¬ 
lips, the head of the Conservative 
Caucus and chairman of the Coalition 
Against ANC Terrorism, has deluged 
the State Department with damaging 
Tambo quotes. Rep. Jack Kemp, in 
addressing his own criticism to Shultz. 


has asked a pertinent question: “Has 
the ANC promised to abandon vio¬ 
lence or Communist affiliations in re¬ 
turn for this unprecedented meeting 
with the American secretary of 
state?” 

Reagan has found George Shultz 
useful in dealing with our West Euro¬ 
pean allies. But Shultz’s State Depart¬ 
ment has given very little support to 
the Reagan Doctrine when it comes to 
countering the Communists in Africa 
and Central America. Instead of tack¬ 
ling his State Department head on, 
Reagan has often chosen to by-pass it 
by reliance on the National Security 
Council. Conservatives have won¬ 
dered why no effort has been made to 
clean out the State Department in the 
past six years. Now, with the Demo¬ 
crats controlling both houses of Con¬ 
gress, it is too late. Shultz would have 
more partisans on Capitol Hill than 
anyone in the White House. 

The difficulties of a housecleaning 
have been fully explained by Stanton 
Evans in an essay he has written for a 
forthcoming book, “Steering the Ele¬ 
phant: How Washington Works.” Ev¬ 
ans points to the power of a “perma¬ 
nent, unelected government.” There 
are some three million civilian gov¬ 
ernment employees. When a new 
President comes into office he may re¬ 
place only about a tenth of 1 percent of 
the three million. The huge remainder 
will still control the all-important in- 
basket input. 

According to Evans, the worst 
agency in making it an uphill struggle 
for an incoming administration is the 
State Department. “The bureaucrats 
who run the department,” says Ev¬ 
ans, “clearly believe they inhabit a 
world unto themselves. I am informed 
they have a nickname for political ap¬ 
pointees: ‘the Christmas help.’ Their 
feeling is that government policy 
should be set by ‘professionals’ and 
they react with annoyance to elections 
and other incidental factors that in¬ 
trude on their ’professional’ opera¬ 
tions.” 

Shultz is not going to fire Arma¬ 
cost, his undersecretary for political 
affairs, or Chester Crocker, his assis¬ 
tant secretary for African affairs. But 
Reagan might gain some ground by 
making a personal repudiation of the 
“legitimacy” of the ANC to claim 
spokesmanship for ail the South Afri¬ 
can blacks.

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FBI agents warn of South Africa hit squads

WASHINGTON (UPI) FBI agents have repeatedly warned black South 
African anti-apartheid activists in the United States that they way be 
targets of ••hit squads” dispatched by the Pretoria government to 
attack them, according to the activists and their American lawyers. 

The point-blank killing in Paris last week of a senior official of 
the African National Congress, Pretoria's main guerrilla foe, has lent 
new credibility and urgency to the FBI warnings, most of them said. 

But the activists, black South Africans based in Washington and New 
York, also said they were wary of FBI requests for personal meetings 
because they feared the agents' real intent was to gather information on 
their political activities and possibly pass it to the white minority 
regime. I— 

The ANC, founded in 1912 to oppose Pretoria's policy of racial I_ 

separation known as apartheid, has close links with the South African CZ 
communist Party. It took up armed struggle in i960 and has an office in 
New York and members across the United states. 


The activists said their warnings from the FBI began last fall and 
have continued into last week. One of the agents they said had called 
them was confirmed by the FBI's Washington field office as an employee. 

Jack Terrell, a former U.S.-baaed mercenary who trained Nicaragua's 
Contra rebels in 1984 and 1985, also told United Press International in 
a recent interview that South African intelligence agents had asked him 
to form an eight-man "hit-team,'' 

Terrell said that he was to be used to target ANC sympathizers in 
the United states for assassination. Terrell said he had numerous 
conversations with the agents in late 1985 or early 1986, but ultimately 
decided against taking part. He eaid he later disclosed the offer to FBI 
agents during an interrogation in July 1986. 

Brigadier Leon Mellet, South Africa's spokesman on law and order, 
said last week that charges of South Africa carrying out overseas 
assassination operations were "ridiculous and far-fetched." Other 
Pretoria officials, who normally do not comment on any national security 
matters, were not available for comment during the long Easter weekend. 

The ANC's Washington representative, Dumi Mat&bana said, "On 
September 10th last year, two FBI agents came to me and said they were 
suspicious that South Africa might have sent hit squadB into the country 
and therefore I should be careful about my movements." 

"He told me that if I see any cars following me or people 
following me, I should report it to them." i\ 

Nomande Ngubu, a South African employee of the United Mine Workers 
Union in Washington who has been active in the anti-apartheid movement, 
said she also was called by an FBI agent on several occasions beginning 
last year. 

"They Baid they just wanted to talk to me," Bhe said, "They 
alluded to something about my own protection." 

Ms. Ngubu said she turned down the request and called her 
Washington lawyer, immigration specialist Michael Maggio. 

Maggio said that since then, FBI agent Paul Scoliano has been 
"calling (him) everyday for weeks" about Ms, Ngubu, a graduate of
